Man jailed for drunk 
driving 

A 40-year-old Bowden man 
convicted of drunk driving in 
March has again been convicted 
of the same offence. 

Harvey Bruce Christie pleaded 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court last Monday to charges of 
driving with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent and 
driving while disqualified. 

Christie was arrested July 9 
while driving in Bowden. 

Breathalyzer tests indicated 
his blood alcohol level was 150 
mg per cent. 

On March 3, 1999 Christie 
was convicted of drunk driving, 
fined $600 and prohibited from 
driving. 

During Monday's court ses¬ 
sion, Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott said the province was pro¬ 
ceeding on a second offender no¬ 
tice against the accused. 

Christie's lawyer said the ac¬ 
cused "can't believe that he was 


so stupid" to drive drunk again. 

Judge James said Christie's 
driving while disqualified was an 
"incredibly aggravating factor" 
in the case. 

He sentenced the accused to a 
total of 45 days in jail, and pro¬ 
hibited from driving for two 
years. 

Man assaulted bar patron 

A Bowden man who knocked 
another man unconscious dur¬ 
ing a fight outside an Olds bar 
two months ago has been fined. 

Robert William Chambers 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
assault. 

Court heard the accused and 
the victim got into an argument 
in the bar on July 31 before going 
outside to continue the dispute. 

Chambers threw one punch, 
knocking the victim out. 

"I was having a bad day I 
guess," the accused told the court. 
"It was wrong."

$500.

An 18-year-old area woman 
has been fined after being con¬ 
victed of driving drunk. 

Lisa Nicole Nylund pleaded 
guilty Monday to a charge of

Previously, Harmattan produced up to 30,000 barrels of natural gas liquids per day. The upgrades 
at the plant will now allow an additional product to be taken out of that gas, and the pipeline will 
allow the plant to ship up to 20,000 per barrels per day of ethane, recovered out of the liquids, that 
will be used in petrochemical processing facilities around Alberta and in other markets. 

The new pipeline will actually parallel an existing pipeline for TCM almost all of the way from 
Harmattan, except the final five kilometres. Gray explains that the project was designed this way 
to again reduce an additional impact. 

As part of provincial regulations, TCM has commissioned a number of studies, which are expected 
to be completed by mid-October. They will then present their information to the Alberta Energy and 
Utilities Board who will make the final decision regarding approval. If the $6 million project is 
approved crews could be breaking ground at the beginning of November. 

Coughlin points out that 4500 worker days will be needed to complete the job, which she believes 
means jobs to both local residents employed by contractors and to Albertans as a whole. In addition, 
the upgrade to the Harmattan plant and new production, additional staff is being placed. 

In any case, Gray says he believes the advantages to the area will outweigh the disadvantages, 
they want it that way for the good of everyone involved. 

"We consider ourselves a neighbor in the community... I think it is important that people do 
understand and know what we are doing," says Gray. 


RCMP meeting gives a dose 
of reality to municipalities

A meeting between local town 
and village representatives and 
the Assistant Commissioner for 
the RCMP in K Division, Don 
McDermid was an opportunity 
for everyone to plan for the 
future. 

Evan Parliament, Didsbury 
CAO who attended the meeting 
along with the entire council 
said he felt the meeting clarified 
some of the major issues facing 
the Didsbury detachment and 
the jurisdiction that they pa¬ 
trol. 

On of the items on the table 
was the increased cost of polic¬ 
ing and the role that is having 
on the small rural towns who 
are having to pay out these 
salaries with less and less sup¬ 
port from the provincial and 
federal government. 

"We had a good discussion 
about the increased cost in po¬ 
licing and the future of where 
the RCMP are headed," says 
Parliament. 

This was an important dis¬ 
cussion to the Town of Dids¬ 
bury because they have found 
themselves in a position where 
there are fewer officers within 
the local detachment. AC Don 
McDermid stated that the local 
detachment is unlikely to see a 
replacement officer for at least 
18 months because of the low 


number of recruits. Parliament 
said that the delegates at the 
meeting were pleased to hear 
that the training depot in Regina 
which had been closed down due 
to lack of federal funding, has 
been reopened and there is a 
future generation of officers com¬ 
ing into the force, but they real¬ 
ize that they will have to wait 
their turn to fill the gap, as 
many other rural detachments 
are facing the same problem. 

On the note of increasing the 
police force, Parliament says 
one of the issues that was fore¬ 
most on the table for the three 
Town of Carstairs representa¬ 
tives was the possibility in the 
near future of being forced to 
pay for their own policing. Cur¬ 
rently Carstairs is covered un¬ 
der the rural portion of the Dids¬ 
bury detachment. However, 
once they reach the population 
level of 2500, they are required 
by the policing act to set up 
their own RCMP force. The cur¬ 
rent population in Carstairs is 
2086, but once they reach the 
plateau they will be required to 
pay for one officer per 850 resi¬ 
dents, or three officers in Car¬ 
stairs. Parliament estimates that 
this would cost the Town of 
Carstairs about a quarter of a 
million dollars. He suspects that 
the meeting with McDermid may 
have opened their eyes to the 


imminent possibility, and that 
planning for the future of polic¬ 
ing in that town will begin. 

Parliament says the Town of 
Didsbury suggested that because 
an actual new detachment build¬ 
ing in Carstairs would be a huge 
expense, and therefore they sug¬ 
gested that a post could be set 
up in the planned new detach¬ 
ment for Didsbury for the Car¬ 
stairs RCMP. 

McDermid encouraged the 
role of the new bylaw officer, 
but took the concept even fur¬ 
ther. He encouraged the three 
councils to consider a cost share 
to help pay for a new officer if 
the three communities feel they 
need another RCMP on patrol 
in the three communities, much 
like the new bylaw officer. 

McDermid was also given the 
chance to get a sneak peek at an 
architect's conception of the pro¬ 
posed new RCMP detachment 
in Didsbury which will be pre¬ 
sented to council this week. 

Overall, Parliament said that 
Didsbury came away from the 
meeting with confirmation of 
previous conversations they 
have had with the assistant com¬ 
missioner. 

But, he believes it was a good 
opportunity for the communi¬ 
ties of Carstairs and Cremona 
to get a feel for where policing in 
this area is headed. 


Board and teachers 
closer to a deal 

Mediator expected to make 
recommendation this week

Both sides in the teacher's dispute say they are patiently 
waiting to hear what the mediator has to suggest this week. 

The last round of contract talks broke off last Wednesday night 
after at least 12 hours at the table. 

If the sides can't agree on much, they can agree on what they 
think will happen next. Both the Alberta Teacher’s Association 
(ATA) representative and Chinook's Edge spokesman say they 
believe the mediator will come back this week with a recommended 
settlement. 

Alter more than two years without a contract, and at least three 
meetings with the mediator that have ended with no deal, both 
sides believe the mediator recommendation will be the next step. 

"We did put forth a couple of proposals both on monetary and 
non monetary issues," says Bob Worsfold, local Alberta Teacher's 
Association representative. However, none of those offers were 
accepted by board representatives, and the back and forth contin¬ 
ued. In the meantime, the mediator was compiling information 
regarding what each side demands, and what each side is willing 
to give in return. 

Worsfold says, "I think he's got enough from both sides... He 
wouldn't write a terms of settlement if he didn’t think that we were 
close enough." 

The other option that the mediator has when discussions have 
reached a stalemate, as it has between the board at its teachers, is 
to write out of the dispute, after which the teachers must wait two 
weeks and then can vote on strike action. But, neither Worsfold or 
Jim Gibbons, deputy superintendent for Chinook's Edge say they 
feel that it has reached such a desperate point. 

Gibbons says, "We certainly made some progress and I think the 
two sides are close." While it was once believed that monetary 
issues had been settled, Worsfold says they have spent so much 
time talking about other issues: the prepayment of June and July 
salaries, the accumulation of personal days, and the pro-rating of 
part-time teacher benefits, that they haven't even had the chance 
to really talk money. 

All he will say is that the last offer rejected by the general 
meeting of local teacher's will not be sufficient. That board 
proposal offered a 9.3% pay increase over three years. 

Worsfold says though, some additional issues were raised 
during this round of talks, but between the two sides they were able 
to come to a compromise that was felt would work for everyone. On 
some of those issues, the ATA agreed that although no agreeable 
solution had been reached, they would be willing to continue into 
other areas of negotiations, and leave those concerns until the 
contract discussion next year. 

Gibbons says the whole process so far has been very tiring for 
both the teachers and the board. "It is pretty frustrating to have 
it go on this long," he said. For teachers he says it must difficult 
to not know your salary and benefits while doing your job, and for 
the board it has made it very difficult to focus on other pressing 
issues. For example, a recent $3 million injection into the board’s 
budget can not be distributed until they know the year's budget, 
including salaries, which has been impossible to know for two 
consecutive school years. Budgets already drawn up and passed, 
are still waiting for final numbers because of the unsettled contract 
with the teachers and the effect they will have on the bottom line. 

"I think the board is as anxious as the teachers to get this 
settled," says Gibbons. 

Worsfold concurs, "We go up there every time hoping to settle." 

Until next week, when it is expected the mediator will return 
with a recommendation for settlement, each side is left unsure of 
what direction this dispute will go. If the mediator does bring that 
proposal to the board and teachers next week, a general meeting 
will be held where all the teachers in the jurisdiction will have the 
opportunity to vote on the proposed contract. The board will also 
hold their own meeting to discuss whether they believe the 
recommended deal is fair. 

Meanwhile, a couple of weeks ago the board passed a motion to 
send a recommendation to the Alberta School Board Association 
to consider working with the provincial labor department to set up 
guidelines for teachers negotiation timelines, whereby rules would 
set when talks would start and when they would have to be 
completed. They say they have learned from experience that it 
often goes on too long, and in the meantime children, parents, 
teachers, and the board are left in an uncomfortable limbo.

Health care in Didsbury has 
always been something that has 
been foremost on the minds of 
residents.

The key now to keeping those doctors, and maybe even 
expanding some of the services available in this town is to use 
them. It is pretty hard to convince the big health authority 
that we deserve more, when there aren't people using what is 
here. I know it has been a catch 22, each time something is 
lost, we lose confidence, we go to other doctors in other 
towns, and then we lose more services because the big bad 
RHA says there isn't enough usage to keep a program going. 
But, knowing the doctors in this community, and recently 
spending some time with Dr. Vervaeck and Dr. Puts, I believe 
now is the time. The doctors we do have are talented 
individuals, who really seem to care not only about the 
practice and their careers, but about our town and our lives. 
We need to support that. I hate to sound like a certain 
politician who has been beating this bush for years, but 
maybe there is some method to his madness.

It is a sad state of affairs in 
the Canadian immigration sys¬

hard. The Minis¬ 
ter of Citizenship 
and Immigration 
doesn't seem to 
have a shred of 
common sense 
when dealing with these prob¬ 
lems. 

The Minister has suggested 
that Canada should bestow the 
rights of citizenship upon all 
who enter the country - regard¬ 
less of their willingness to sup¬ 
ply proof of their identity. It 
would seem the Minister of Im¬ 
migration has no idea how the 
immigration system works, nor 
is she willing to change it to 
benefit Canadians. 

For instance, in the Toledo 
case, the Minister allowed a con¬ 
victed paedophile back into the 
country to have his third appeal 
heard, after a deportation order 
had already been executed. Not 
only is this a huge expense for 
taxpayers, but is it not common 
sense to initially ask someone 
entering our country about their 
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past criminal convictions? The 
Liberal government is so con¬ 
cerned that we 
might embarrass 
people at our bor¬ 
ders, that our own 
safety and welfare 
are being threat¬ 
ened. 

With the arrival 
of 123 Chinese Na¬ 
tionals a few weeks 
ago, our immigra¬ 
tion system was 
brought onto the 
national stage once 
again. The Liberal 
government's policies have made 
Canada a primary target for 
international people smugglers. 
In fact, it is reported that there 
may be as many as a half dozen 
to a dozen boats on the way. If 
we don't take action soon Canada 
will not be able to stem the tide. 

Reform Immigration Critic, 
Leon Benoit, asked on Aug. 13 
for Parliament to be recalled.

Meanwhile, a woman from 
the Philippines has taken shel¬ 
ter in an Alberta church and 
has been ordered deported for 
working too hard. Leticia Ca¬ 
bles was allowed into Canada 
on a work visa as a live-in 
nanny. Her crime, which she 
readily admitted to immigra¬ 
tion officials, was working for 
more than one family appar¬ 



ently under the direction of 
her visa sponsors. 

Is Leticia Cables not ex¬ 
actly the type of person we 
want immigrating to Canada? 
She is reportedly honest, hard 
working and everyone she had 
been in contact with has noth¬ 
ing but praise for her. If the 
Minister is not able to make a 
tough decision, at least she 
should make a compassionate 
one and grant Mrs. Cables a 
Ministerial Permit. 

It is time for Canada's im¬ 
migration system to have a 
serious overhaul. We, as Ca¬ 
nadians, must regain control 
of the system from the immi¬ 
gration lawyers and the courts 
to begin doing what is best for 
Canada. 

The Liberal veneer is wear¬ 
ing thin - they say one thing 
and consistently do another. 
They say they are in favour of 
immigration yet they have cre¬ 
ated a system that is so cum¬ 
bersome it completely fails the 
people it was designed to work 
for independent immigrants 
and their families, genuine 
refugees and all Canadian citi¬ 
zens who benefit from positive 
immigration. They claim that 
they are compassionate, yet 
they seem to penalize honest 
people while letting those who 
would abuse our generosity 
stay in the country indefi¬ 
nitely. 

The time has come for the 
Liberals to show some com¬ 
mon sense in the way they 
manage immigration. Canada 
must send a clear message to 
the world that immigrating to 
Canada is a privilege, not a 
right.

Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionaries in 
Nigeria. They are working at a school in Jos, Nigeria for the 
Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is teaching 
math and English, whHe Janet runs the library for the whole school. 
Both have been in the country periodically doing the mission work 
since the late 70s. The couple met while working in Nigeria and 
married in December 1995. Their latest excursion set out on May 15 
last year and they will return to Didsbury in May of2000 for a three 
month furlough. They will return to Nigeria and will remain there 
until 2006. 

Dear Family and Friends, 

We really enjoy living in Nigeria, most of the time. But there are 
times when we know that we are living in a third world country, far 
from family. This week has been one of those times. 

Monday morning we got an e-mail from Janet's sister saying that 
their step-mom had passed away. Lisa had written a longer e-mail with 
more details but it didn't come through so all we had was one short 
paragraph stating the basics. We are thankful for e-mail but it is still 
not the same as being able to pick up the phone and talk to family 
members. Lisa sent a longer e-mail a couple days later and another 
after the funeral on Wednesday. All of Janet’s family were able to be 
there for the funeral. One brother is staying for a couple weeks to help 
their dad. Lisa, her husband and Janet's other sister, Barbara, live just 
a few hours away and will be there to help their dad over the long term 
and with making some of the decisions that will have to be made. At 
times like these Nigeria seems so far away. By the time we got the news, 
there wasn't time to get to California in time for the funeral. 

Janet has had some trouble with her vision recently so she made an 
appointment to see the eye doctor. After waiting awhile for the doctor 
to arrive, Dr. (Mrs.) Iya started the exam. There was no electricity so 
even reading the eye chart was more difficult; it was supposed to be 
lighted. Dr. Iya needed to dialate Janet's eyes but the only solution she 
had was the long-acting stuff. It would last 10 to 14 days. The short¬ 
acting solution lasted only 3 days. When Janet had her eyes dialated 
in the States it only lasted 5-6 hours. After checking Janet's eyes, Dr. 
Iya put another solution in that would help to counteract the dialating 
solution, only the kind she had was for dark skinned people and was too 
strong for light skinned people. It was a bit painful. 

She wanted to do another test but the only machine for that test in 
Jos is broken. The closest place where there might be another machine 
is in a city 3-4 hours away. Even then we couldn't count on the machine 
being in working order when we arrived. We are thankful that Dr. Iya 
is here. She is a good doctor, trying to do the best she can with what 
she has available, but it is frustrating when we know that at home we 
would not have these same difficulties. 

Thursday night the Parent-Teacher Association had an open house 
at the School. It was very interesting that almost half of the staff were 
introduced as the new teachers. God has indeed answered prayers by 
sending so many new people to teach at Hillcrest. After the opening 
session, the parents went to the different classes to meet the teachers. 
As teachers, it is often illuminating to meet parents, especially of those 
students that are somewhat difficult. We had the largest turnout of 
parents that we have had for a number of years. The new PTA 
president is encouraging active participation in the PTA, especially 
since this is the year when we have an international food fare in 
November. More about that when it happens.

Thank you for your July 7 
letter in which you expressed 
concerns regarding natural gas 
deregulation and customer choice 
in rural areas. I share some of 
your concern regarding the mar- 
ketingapproaches taken by some 
natural gas marketers, and I have 
asked Department of Resource 
Development staff to consult 
with the Consumer Services Di¬ 
vision of-the Department of Gov¬ 
ernment Services on these issues 
and practises. 

On the broader issue of core 
market deregulation and cus¬ 
tomer choice, the Department of 


Resource Development has initi-. 
ated a consultation process with 
the Federation of Alberta Gas 
Co-ops Ltd. and other interested 
stakeholders to explore the ques¬ 
tions, issues, benefits and time¬ 
tables for customer choice in ru¬ 
ral Alberta. A task force has been 
established with two members 
from the Federation, two from 
Gas Alberta Inc., and Depart¬ 
ment officials. 

I encourage you to support 
the task force process for resolv¬ 
ing these issues by working 
through the Federation and Gas 
Alberta Inc. That way your views 
can be fully considered by the 
task force. The F’ederation's rep¬ 
resentatives on the task force are 
Dick Ziegler (780-942-4177) and 
Michael Heck (780-469-3200).

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Didsbury RCMP replace the old with the new

A whole new fleet of vehicles 
arrived at the local RCMP over 
the past few weeks, and Sgt. 
Ron Platz says they are getting 


plenty of use. 

But, the newest vehicle is not 
a four wheel, but a two wheel. 
The RCMP purchased two bicy¬ 
cles for their bike patrol pro¬ 


gram. 

Platz explains that the money 
for the high end bicycles came 
from the Department of Justice, 
who provided grant money for 


communities who wished to set 
up this type of patrol in their 
communities. Platz says the 
bikes will have many purposes 
including school patrols, park 
patrols, public events and some 
fun things like bike rodeos. They 
will also provide the officers 
access to certain areas of town 
that it is difficult to use a vehi¬ 
cle. 

Along with those bikes came 
three new Crown Victorias and 
a new Suburban. 

Platz explains, "We keep the 
vehicles for 200,000 kilometres. 
It just worked out that all the 
vehicles expired within six weeks 
of each other." 

That is why every vehicle 
stationed at the detachment is 
brand new. 

Platz says the Suburban was 
an especially nice upgrade be¬ 
cause it will enable to detach¬ 
ment to patrol in some of the 
rough terrain within their ju¬ 


risdiction. 

"It will be a better vehicle to 
do business out west, especially 
out west of Water Valley," he 
says. 

Also new are the dome lights 
that are used to identify the 
vehicles, especially at night. 
Platz says many complaints 
were being filed that the old 
light system atop the cars was 
difficult to see, especially at 
night along major routes. How¬ 
ever, the new dome lights are 
much more visible, and in fact, 
also contain an lit arrow that 
can help direct traffic around a 
scene. 

Another addition to the law 
enforcement fleet was actually 
purchased by the town. It is a 
new truck with lights for the 
newly appointed bylaw officer. 

Platz reports that the new 
fleet of RCMP vehicles should 
last three to four years before 
being recycled again.

Employee contract expired 

The town will enter into nego¬ 
tiations with the Canadian Un¬ 
ion of Public Employees later 
this year. Most town employees 
are members of CUPE, whose 
contract with the Town of Dids¬ 
bury expires at the end of Decem¬ 
ber. A committee consisting of 
town representatives Wes Yeo¬ 
man, Evan Parliament, and 
Rhonda Hunter have been ap¬ 
pointed by council to draft a new 
contract and to be the negotiat¬ 
ing team on behalf of the Town of 
Didsbury. 


Monument mayhem 

The most recent vandalism at 
the Didsbury Cemetery left a 
number of very large tombstones 
tipped over that will need a me¬ 
chanical lifting to be put back 
into place. Local man, Len 
Berscht, had asked the town to 
provide financial support to raise 
the fallen monument of one of the 
first town administrators that 
has no remaining relatives. The 
town agreed, and in addition 
agreed to have the large monu¬ 
ments at five or six other 
gravesites re-erected at the town's 
expense. 


Electric cost rise for town 

Electrical servicing costs for 
the new town owned industrial 
subdivision have been on the 
rise. In an item brought to coun¬ 
cil, it stated that the initial quote 
to bring electricity to the subdi¬ 
vision was $16,720 to service 
seven lots, which equated to 
$2,388 per lot. This was budg¬ 
eted for in the 1999 town budget. 
However, because there are now 
11 lots in the area the cost has 
gone to $38,959 which equated to 
$3,541 per lot. The town was not 
pleased with such a sharp in¬ 
crease in cost and went back to 
bargain for a better deal. The 
revised invoice amounted to 
$29,893 or $2,717 per lot. This 
was considered a reasonable in¬ 
crease because of the additional 
lots and the difficulty of servic¬ 
ing some of those lots, and the 
motion to sign the contract with 
TransAlta was unanimously ap¬ 
proved. 


In advance 

The museum has received an 


advanced grant from the town. 
Each year the Town of Didsbury 
provides the museum a $4000 
grant, however due to some fi¬ 
nancial burdens early into their 
financial year, likeinstallingtheir 
new heating system, they are 
finding the money situation a 
little tight. Therefore, they asked 
for and were granted an advance 
for their grant next year 


Support seen 

The town has agreed to send a 
letter of support to the Didsbury 
Museum that will be part of a 
package of these letters that dem¬ 
onstrates community support for 
the facility. This show of commu¬ 
nity support is to enhance the 
museums chances of accessing 
grants from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and other sources. 


Assured insurance 

The town council says they 
will find their own insurance, 
after the AUMA (The Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Associa¬ 
tion) changed group insurers 
without the input of member 
municipalities. And, it's a good 
thing they did. Upon receiving 
quotes from the contracted 
AUMA insurer and two others, 
they discovered that they would 
save about $8000 per year by 
going through their own insur¬ 
ance company. The contract the 
town insurance provider at a 
cost of $21,308 per year was 
carried unanimously. 


Computer cash 

An employee computer pur¬ 
chasing plan at town office, 
whereby an employee can get an 
interest free loan for up to 30 
months to purchase a computer 
for their home, has been reviewed. 
Concerns were raised regarding 
repayment if an employee en¬ 
rolled in the program resigns or 
their position with the town is 
terminated. Upon administration 
review, it was felt that those 
concerns were addressed and the 
program was reinstated for an¬ 
other year. 


Parking paved 

As many complex users may 
have noticed, the parking lot on 
the south side has been paved. 
That project was approved at the 


last council meeting with the 
funds to come out of Community 
and Facility Enhancement Pro¬ 
gram which is jointly funded by 
the province and the town. In 
addition, some facility enhance¬ 
ment reserves were put aside to 
which will be drawn upon to help 
cover the $35,000 project. 


Decoration guidelines 

A new policy has been drafted 
that ensures user groups using 
the Memorial Complex do not 
leave any lasting damage when 
decorating for their event.

New doctors have high hopes tor life and careers

With the two new doctors in 
Didsbury, comes an assurance 
that they are here to stay. 

Drs. Colette Vervaeck and 
Marc Puts, a husband and wife 
medical team, say they have 
only been in Didsbury a short 
time, but already they know 
that this is “home” for their 
family. The couple and their two 
sons have bought an acreage on 
the outskirts of Didsbury, and 
have bought into the whole ru¬ 
ral community life. 

Not that it is all that new to 
them. The family has come to 
Didsbury from Broadview, 
Sask., a town with a population 
of less than 600. They say Dids¬ 
bury has more to offer them 
both personally and profession¬ 
ally, being a bit of a bigger town 
and being located close to all the 
things that they love. 


“The reason 
we moved here 
was to get to a 
bigger centre, 
better schools, 
more facilities, 
and the 

Rockies. It cer¬ 
tainly has more 
to offer,” says 
Dr. Puts. 

But, what 
they have to of¬ 
fer to Didsbury 
and their pa¬ 
tients is a 
wholesome ap¬ 
proach to the 
medical prac¬ 
tice. That is an¬ 
other reason 
they prefer ru¬ 
ral practice, because they get a 
chance to know the patient, the 
family and history. 

“It’s not treating the symp¬ 
toms, it is treating the person 
as whole. That is what a family 
physician is,” says Puts who 
will officially begin his practice 
in late October or early Novem¬ 
ber. Vervaeck has been in Dids¬ 
bury with their sons since the 
first week of September. 

Those who have been in the 
clinic or the hospital since 
Vervaeck’s arrival may have no¬ 
ticed an unusual accent, and 
Puts’ is the same. The couple 
began their medical careers and 
their love of medicine across the 
ocean, he graduated from the 
University of Louvain in Brus¬ 
sels 1983 and she followed soon 
behind in 1987. Both practiced 
around South Africa for many 


Olds CAO released

As the Town of Olds council 
tries to leave the past behind , 
they have begun to wipe the 
slate clean. 

One of the names on that 
slate was Garry Gelech, now 
the former chief administrative 
officer of the Town of Olds. Word 
came out of town office last 
week that after months of sus¬ 
pension, Gelech's term of em¬ 
ployment had ended. 

According to a press release, 
"An agreement on the terms of 
the ending of Garry Gelech's 
employment as Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officer with the Town of 
Olds has been reached that is 
satisfactory to both parties." 

During turmoil at Olds town 
office, a divisive split between 
town council, and the subse¬ 
quent intervention of Alberta 
Municipal Affairs lead up to the 
absence of Gelech. A report 
released by an independent cor¬ 
porate review put the whole 
office under a microscope re¬ 
garding the way matters and 
relationships were dealt with 
within the walls. Gelech's 
name appeared numerous 
times in that report, along 
with other town office mem¬ 
bers. 

Since that time, Gelech had 
not been involved in town busi¬ 
ness, and his last day as a paid 
employee was Aug. 6. 

To keep business moving at 
town office council appointed 
an acting chief administrative 


officer, Doug Plamping. 

Plamping will be appointed 
as interim chief administra¬ 
tive officer, according to town 
office reports, until a full-time 
replacement is found. 

Undertaking that task is 
Darwin Park of Davies Park 
in Edmonton who has been 
hired by the town council to 
undertake the search for a per¬ 
manent chief administrative 
officer. 

It is expected that adver¬ 
tisements will begin to appear 
in regional and local newspa¬ 
pers to begin that search. 

The Town of Olds says it 
will not release the monetary 
value of the agreement reached 
with Gelech. 

The press release states, 
"Terms of the agreement can 
not be released as this is a 
personnel issue, but the ag¬ 
gregate amount of payments 
to employees leaving the Town 
of Olds after the recent re¬ 
structuring will be reported to 
Town Council once all outstand¬ 
ing personnel issues are re¬ 
solved." 

Also since the turmoil began, 
Joanne Gourley, director of com¬ 
munity services is presently ab¬ 
sent from town office with her 
status of employment unknown. 

Another change is Darcy 
Webb, chief financial officer 
and director of corporate serv¬ 
ices for the Town of Olds re¬ 
signed from his position late 
last month. 


years, with Puts even having 
served as superintendent of a 
hospital in that country. It was 
actually in medical school that 
the two met and married 16 
years ago. 

“We have always worked to¬ 
gether, since day one,” says 
Vervaeck. 

They practiced in South Af¬ 
rica for many years but found 
that the political uncertainty 
and the violence was not some¬ 
thing that they wanted to raise 
family around. So, in 1993 they 
moved to Saskatchewan and 
began the process of having 
their medical licenses validated 
in Canada. Five a half years 
later they made the decision to 
move to Didsbury. The couple 
knew they were looking to move 
out of Broadview, and when 
they heard from a friend, Dr. 
Botha a former Didsbury phy¬ 
sician, that there was a nice lit¬ 
tle town looking for doctors just 
a few short minutes from where 
he practiced. Puts and Vervaeck 
soon decided Didsbury would be 
home to both their family and 
their careers. This was not just 
a decision to further their ca¬ 
reers, this was a decision to 
make a life here. 

“We’ve put our heels in the 
ground,” says Puts who sees a 
long future at the College Green 
Medical Centre and the Dids¬ 
bury and District Hospital. 

They love everything about 
the area, the scenery, the moun¬ 
tains (both love to ski), the ru¬ 
ral atmosphere (they also love 
horses), and the people (their 
favorite part of the job). 

Vervaeck says the people she 
has met in this town so far have 
been very welcoming. In fact, on 
their kitchen table and hutch 
sits a number of bouquets from 
residents who just want them 
to know that they are welcome 


in Didsbury. 

Vervaeck says, “The people 
are very nice.” In fact, she says 
some of the patients she has 
seen in the past few weeks have 
heard her accent and began to 
speak to her French, which she 
says she has found very inter¬ 
esting because she was unaware 
that so many people in the com¬ 
munity had that background. 
Puts, who speaks both lan¬ 
guages in addition to Afrikaans 
(Dutch) adds, “It is a very vi¬ 
brant community.” 

Because they both see the 
potential for growth in the area, 
they say they see a potential for 
a very vibrant medical commu¬ 
nity. Both say they would like 
to be able to bring back some of 
the confidence that Didsbury 
may have lost in their hospital 
over recent changes. Eventu¬ 
ally, they say they would like to 
see what possibility there is to 
reopen the operating theatre at 


the hospital as both can do sur¬ 
gery, and would like to be able 
to further that avenue of their 
careers and this community. In 
he meantime, the doctors say 
they will continue to practice all 
parts of family medicine. 

“We’ll have to see what the 
community needs over time,” 
says Puts. 

Vervaeck says her favorite 
parts of medicine, besides basic 
practice, is gynecology and ob¬ 
stetrics, and says as she notes 
that both she and her husband 
will do deliveries at the local 
hospital. 

Puts says he loves every¬ 
thing about being a doctor, 
especially the variety that he 
gets as a family physician. 

“Medicine is our passion,” 
he says and Vervaeck nods 
emphatically and smiles. Puts 
adds, “We like our jobs be¬ 
cause we like to know the peo¬ 
ple.”

First there was the flu shot, not there's the pneumonia 
shot. Given the serious complications that flu and pneumo¬ 
nia can have on the elderly, Alberta seniors would be wise to 
get both no matter what their overall health condition is. 

This fall, the second phase of Alberta Health's pneumococcal 
vaccine program kicks into gear in Health Authority 5. 
High-risk citizens, including seniors, were immunized last 
year and the goal this year is for all Alberta residents over 
the age of 65 to get the pneumococcal vaccine. The vaccine is 
provided free of charge and protects against Streptococcus 
pneumoniae, a leading cause of illness and death among 
seniors. 

"It's important for all seniors and people at risk for the 
disease to get the vaccine," says Dr. Karen Grimsrud, deputy 
provincial health officer. "We re seeing new strains of drug 
resistant Streptococcus pneumoniae throughout the world, 
including Canada, and this vaccine will definitely protect 
people." 

People who should definitely get the pneumococcal vac¬ 
cine include seniors, people living in nursing homes or other 
long term care facilities, or those over two years of age who 
have health conditions that may affect their body's ability to 
fight diseases. You should talk to a public health nurse or 
your physician for more information about the vaccine. 

W’hile high-risk seniors will appreciate the protection, 
healthy seniors will enjoy some piece of mind as well. A 
pneumococcal shot today for a healthy senior, which can be 
given at the same time as an annual flu shot, can help keep 
you healthy for years to come. Unlike the flu shot, the 
pneumococcal vaccine only has to be administered once. "In 
many cases, one vaccination is all a person will ever need," 
says Grimsrud. 

Specific Influenza/ Pneumococcal drop in clinics will be 
held in October throughout Health Authority 5. For more 
information about clinic dates and locations contact your 
local Health Unit office and watch the coming events in your 
local newspapers.

Albertans to provide input on 
future seniors issues 


Albertans of all ages are 
invited to discuss the future of 
programs and services offered 
to Alberta seniors at a series 
of 17 focus groups being held 
in 15 communities through¬ 
out October. 

The focus groups mark the 
beginning of the second phase 
of the government-wide study 
on the impact of the aging 
population. 

They will address future 
senior issues and provide im¬ 
portant input from seniors, 
future seniors, and those peo¬ 
ple who care about seniors in 
their families and communi¬ 
ties. 

The first phase of the study 
concluded with the release of 
Report A: Review of Current 
Government Programs and 
Services in July. 

The seniors population is 
expected to double during the 
next 15 to 20 years, so the 
provincial government is plan¬ 
ning for the future now, says 
Community Development Min¬ 
ister Stan Woloshyn. 

"The focus groups will give 
Albertans the opportunity to 
discuss the roles played by 
individuals, families, commu¬ 
nities and government in en¬ 
suring that programs and serv¬ 
ices are appropriate for future 
seniors," added Woloshyn. 

Members of the steering 
committee for the government¬ 
wide study and either the steer¬ 
ing committee chair, Karen 
Kryczka, MLA Calgary-West, 
or vice-chair Albert Klapstein, 
MLA Leduc, will attend each 
focus group. 

Kryczka emphasized that 
Albertans of all ages are en¬ 
couraged to attend and pro¬ 
vide their input at the focus 
groups. 

"The future of Alberta sen¬ 
iors will afTect Albertans of all 
ages. In response, we are look¬ 
ing for input from current and 
future seniors, their families, 
and individuals that work with 
seniors. Their contributions 
to the focus groups will assist 
the government in assessing 
the needs and priorities of Al¬ 


bertans for future seniors pro¬ 
grams and policies." 

The public consultation 
phase of the study of the im¬ 
pact of the aging population 
will culminate with the Sym¬ 
posium on Aging - Planning 
for the Future, Nov. 18-20 at 
the Ramada Inn in Edmonton.

New program at DAC 

The Didsbury Aquatic Centre is very excited to announce 
the start of new era. 

Starting on Oct. 20, they will be launching a new program 
from the Lifesaving Society: Canadian Swim Patrol and 
Bronze Star. 

Aimed at swimmers of all ages and abilities, this program 
provides an opportunity for children to get involved in 
swimming, first aid and water rescue at earlier ages than the 
old Lifesaving I, II, III program. Swimmers able to complete 
25m and tread water for two minutes are able to enrol. 

This dynamic program encompasses three levels: Rookie, 

Ranger and Star. Each level also encompasses a number of 
different areas within it, to ensure that there are many 
opportunities for recognition and goal achievement. 

The Bronze Star program is another new feature at DAC. 

It is a new addition to the Bronze family, and it is a 
preparatory step for those with interest in entering the 
Bronze Medallion and Bronze Cross programs. Candidates 
are provided with the opportunity to learn skills related to 
aquatic emergency rescue and to develop swimming abilities in a fun and challenging 
environment. Individuals successfully completing this program can look for a huge advan 
tage in later Bronze level courses. 

Todd Reade, the new Interim Aquatic Coordinator, says this new program is a "great on 
ramp to lifeguarding." 

"If the kids have any interest in water and want to eventually become a lifeguard, then this 
is a great program for them," Reade said. 

"It provides a level of training to both rescue themselves and rescue others. 

The pilot session of this new program runs from Oct. 20 to Nov. 17, with Monday and 
Wednesday classes. Session A runs from 4-4:45 p.m. and Session B runs from 4:45 to 5:30 p.m 
The cost to register for the eight sessions is $35 per person.

the FamiCy 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: I have found it very hard to turn loose of my 
kids and face the empty nest. I know I need to release them, but 
it is so difficult. Can you help me? 

DR. DOBSON: Humorist Erma Bombeck described this 
difficult process in terms that were helpful to me. She said the 
task of raising kids is rather like trying to fly a kite on a day 
when the wind doesn't blow. Mom and Dad run down the road 
pulling the cute little device at the end of a string. It bounces 
along the ground and shows no inclination of getting off the 
ground. 

Eventually, and with much effort, they manage to lift it 15 
feet in the air, but great danger suddenly looms. The kite dives 
toward electrical lines and twirls near trees. It is a scary 
moment. Will they ever get it safely on its way? Then, unexpect¬ 
edly, a gust of wind catches the kite and it sails upward. Mom 
and Dad feed out line as rapidly as they can. 

The kite begins pulling the string, making it difficult to hold 
on. Inevitably, they reach the end of their line. What should they 
do now? The kite is demanding more freedom. It wants to go 
higher. Dad stands on his tiptoes and raises his hand to 
accommodate the tug. It is now grasped tenuously between his 
index finger and thumb, held upward toward the sky. Then the 
moment of release comes. The string slips through his fingers, 
and the kite soars majestically into God's beautiful sky. 

Mom and Dad stand gazing at their precious "baby" who is 
now gleaming in the sun, a mere pinpoint of color on the 
horizon. They are proud of what they’ve done — but sad to realize 
that their job is finished. It was a labor of love. But where did 
the years go? 

That is where you are today — standing on tiptoes and 
stretching toward the sky with the end of the string clutched 
between your fingers. It's time to let go. And when you do, you'll 
find that a new relationship will be born. Your parenting job is 
almost over. In its place will come a friendship that will have its 
own rewards. 

Remember: The kite is going to break free, one way or the 
other. It's best that you release it when the time is right! 


QUESTION: If beauty is the most important attribute in 
determining personal worth in this culture, what is in second 
place? 

DR. DOBSON: It is intelligence as expressed in scholastic 
aptitude. When the birth of a first-born child is imminent, his 
parents pray that he will be normal — that is, "average." But from 
that moment on, average will not be good enough. 

Their child must excel. He must succeed. He must triumph. 
He must be the first of his age to walk or talk or ride a tricycle. 
He must earn a stunning report card and amaze his teachers 
with his wit and wisdom. He must do well in Little League, and 
later he must be a track star, or first-chair trombone, or 
valedictorian. His sister must be a cheerleader, or senior class 
president, or the soloist, or the best pupil in her advanced- 
placement class. 

Throughout the formative years of childhood, parents give 
their kids the same message day after day: "Were counting on 
you to do something fantastic. Now don’t disappoint us!" The 
hopes, dreams and ambitions of an entire family sometimes rest 
on the shoulders of an immature child. And in this atmosphere 
of fierce competition, the parent who produces an intellectually 
gifted child is clearly holding the winning sweepstakes ticket. 

Unfortunately, exceptional children are just that — excep¬ 
tions. Seldom does a 5-year-old memorize the King James 
Version of the Bible, or play chess blindfolded, or compose 
symphonies in the Mozart manner. To the contrary, the vast 
majority of our children are not dazzlingly brilliant, extremely 
witty, highly coordinated, tremendously talented or universally 
popular. They are just plain kids with oversized needs to be loved 
and accepted as they are. Thus, the stage is set for unrealistic 
pressure on the younger generation and considerable disap¬ 
pointment for their parents.

Way of Life: The Holy Bible 


It is impossible to imagine a 
mainline Christian denomina¬ 
tion existing and not putting 
significant emphasis on the 
importance that the Holy Bi¬ 
ble has in the life 
of a Christian. 

That said we 
might suspect 
that in the west¬ 
ern world there 
are far more Bi¬ 
bles around than 
there are readers 
of the Bible. 

Sadly they some¬ 
times gather 
dust on book¬ 
shelves rather 
than being part 
of daily life! 

In the poor countries of the 
world it is the reverse with 
many hungry for the word of 
God and sometimes no bibles 
available; or one or two per 
village. 

Bible Societies like the Ca¬ 
nadian Bible Society and the 
Gideons have worked hard for 
generations to ensure that the 
Holy Bible is available and 
accessible either at a modest 
price or in the case of the 
Gideons by offering it to ho¬ 
tels, hospitals and prisons, or 
to school students who have 
the option of accepting or re¬ 
fusing this gift. 

'Use' is one of the key words. 
Did the pioneering families re¬ 
ally sit around listening to a 
family member read from a 
family Bible or quote from 
scripture, perhaps words of 
wisdom from Proverbs or The 
Psalms or repeat all the sto¬ 
ries that used to be familiar to 
generations of Canadians? Did 
that really happen or is it some 
sort of romantic myth? Cer¬ 
tainly without TV, videos, 
movie theatres, cars and ra¬ 
dios, families needed to sup¬ 
port each other and find local 
entertainment. So perhaps 
they did. Should we still use 
the Holy Bible? Of course. Does 
it still contain timeless advice 
for the present high tech age? 
Definitely. 

Why wouldn't it? The Bible 


tells the stories of God's peo¬ 
ple struggling with all the same 
issues that have followed hu¬ 
man nature from one genera¬ 
tion to another. They are of¬ 
ten moral issues, or 
issues of right and 
wrong, concepts 
not always popular 
in modern culture. 
But that does not 
stop them being 
timeless. What is 
more important is 
the issue of spir¬ 
itual life and how 
individuals and 
whole societies 
have tried to live in 
harmony with God 
and how they have 
tried to search and find God. 
Today some people would say 
that there are enormous num¬ 
bers of people seeking some¬ 
thing spiritual but not neces¬ 
sarily looking in the Bible for 
answers. Most importantly 
there is the theme of who God 
is, and how God wanted to 
save people and how Jesus was 
sent for that purpose. 

When people attend church 
and go from one denomination 
to another they will likely hear 
all of these things being 
preached about. Preachers in 
different denominations would 
likely claim (if asked) that they 
are endeavouring to explain 
the truth. Frequently the 
themes of sermons would be 
similar and where there are 
variations in interpretation it 
might be explained by denomi¬ 
national variations in inter¬ 
pretation and in the different 
texts being used; as well as in 
the different styles and differ¬ 
ent types of education received 
by the preachers. 

There are many good trans¬ 
lations and the traditional 


King James Version produced 
in England in 1611 has been 
revised as the New King James 
Version. While it is very popu¬ 
lar some scholars consider 
other translations more accu¬ 
rate as more resources have 
become available in recent 
times to assist in the transla¬ 
tion process from ancient lan¬ 
guages. In addition scholars 
in American churches have 
produced The Revised Stand¬ 
ard Version (1880s) and about 
one hundred years later The 
New Revised Standard Ver¬ 
sion. Other popular Bibles are 
the New International Version 
and the Jerusalem Bible and 
(you guessed) The New Jeru¬ 
salem Bible. 

Some ask why all the revi¬ 
sions. The intention of the 
word of God is constant, but 
the original documents were 
in ancient languages: Hebrew, 
Aramaic (which Jesus spoke, 
a variation on Hebrew) and 
the Greek of the New Testa¬ 
ment (which might not help 
getting a taxi or meal in 
present day Athens). At the 
time these were helpful, and 
then most of it was translated 
into Latin or ancient Italian. 
Needless to say, we do not 
drive model T Fords or haul 
the hay with a horse-drawn 
wagon or speak the same Eng¬ 
lish as Shakespeare wrote so 
we have options to better help 
us understand the word of 
God. 

There are three questions. 
Do we regularly go and listen 
to the sermons and when we 
listen do they help us to un¬ 
derstand the word of God? Sec¬ 
ondly, do we then study the 
word of God ourselves? 
Thirdly, if a person does not 
can they claim to be an active 
Christian?

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Daycare is more than just play care to new owner 




Schindel says she rather spend time with the kids than in the office.

It's been said that children 
are our most precious commod¬ 
ity, and the new owner of 
Kidsbury Daycare strongly be¬ 
lieves in that philosophy. 

Teri Schindel bought and be¬ 
gan to operate the daycare on 
Sept. 1, and says that she has 
had a wonderful time getting to 
know each and every child over 
the past few weeks. 

Schindel sits in her office, 
watches and smiles as each child 
passes by - the kids are special 
alright and she says she sees the 
true potential for each and every 
one, and she wants to nurture 
that. 

"My philosophy for childcare 
is that children of all ages need 
the opportunity to experience 
and participate in an enriched 
learning environment to help 
them develop physically, emo¬ 
tionally, socially, intellectually 
and creatively,” says the news¬ 
letter she sent home to the par¬ 
ents last week. 

She has come to believe this 
over her years being involved 
with children. Schindel gradu¬ 
ated with a bachelor degree in 
Speech/Language Pathology 
and worked for two years as a 
speech therapist in Oregon. She 
says it was during her time in 
that job that she began to real¬ 
ize that children need to be nur¬ 
tured in all aspects of the hu¬ 
man experience and develop¬ 
ment. She decided to expand her 
base of knowledge and enter 
into a field that brought her 
closer to that train of thought. 
She graduated a few years later 
with a master's degree in Early 
Childhood Special Education 
and Intervention. 

Now, she says, she could look 


at the whole child and under¬ 
stand their needs. After gradua¬ 
tion she worked for a three years 
at a California state run pre¬ 
school for children with special 
needs. 

So, how did she end up in 
Didsbury after travelling North 
America learning and develop¬ 
ing her understanding of chil¬ 
dren? Schindel is originally from 


Saskatchewan and has family 
who live in Didsbury. When she 
heard through her cousin that a 
daycare in a small rural Alberta 
town was looking for someone 
to take over, she jumped at the 
chance. That was way back in 
May, now a few months later 
she begins her journey of learn¬ 
ing and life with the kids regis¬ 
tered at Kidsbury. 


She says she knows that par¬ 
ents need to be able to trust the 
people whose hands they put 
their children's early develop¬ 
ment into, and assures them 
that she is not only trained, but 
loves each and every child for 
themselves and what they bring 
to Kidsbury. 

Her favorite part of working 
with small children again after 
years of education is the sim¬ 
plicity of perspective that a child 
can bring to life. 

"They can always put a smile 
on your face if your having a 
bad day, and they get so excited 
over new things," she says. 

She says to capitalize on a 
child's love of learning begins at 
a very young age, yes even 
daycare. 

Some of the changes that she 
has made to Kidsbury include 
the creation of that type of at¬ 
mosphere. 

More structured play times 
and craft projects based on 
themes. She says that while the 
children are having fun they are 
learning about what surrounds 
them, learning shapes, colors, 
numbers. 

She says that this somewhat 
deviates from the traditional 
view of daycare of just a over¬ 
sized babysitter. She says 


Kidsbury will become more like 
a quality pre-school than just a 
place to leave your kids while 
you go to work. 

Schindel says that this at¬ 
mosphere not only prepares kids 
for the big step into kindergar¬ 
ten, but prepares them for inter¬ 
action and academics further in 
their schooling. 

To create this type of learn¬ 
ing environment, she says, takes 
a lot of quality staff. Right now 
there are seven teachers at 
Kidsbury, all of whom bring a 
special quality to the class says 
Schindel. 

"We have really good staff 
that does a lot of planning and 
teaching with the kids," she says 
proudly. 

Schindel says although there 
have been some changes in phi¬ 
losophy, and maybe renovations 
to the facility, many things will 
remain the same. The hours of 
operation are 6 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
but she says if there is a need to 
come earlier or stay later, all 
parents have to do is phone to 
make arrangements and they 
will be accommodated. She says 
enrolment is always open, and 
she welcomes drop-ins. 

Schindel has also indicated 
that fees for daycare will remain 
the same.

Consultations begin on act 


The third round of public 
consultations on the regulatory 
framework for Alberta’s inten¬ 
sive industry is now underway. 
Albertans are being asked to 
comment on the proposed Sus¬ 
tainable Livestock Production 
Act and its regulations. 

Albertans were last consulted 
on this issue in Spring 1999. 
During those consultations, the 
Livestock Regulations 

Stakeholder Advisory Group 
(LRSAG), responsible for devel¬ 
oping the framework was ac¬ 
ceptable, some changes were 
needed. Albertans also said they 
wanted to see a more detailed 
package of the proposed act, 
regulations and standards. 

"Most of the concerns we re¬ 
ceived centred around livestock 
threshold numbers, public in¬ 
volvement and enforcement," 
said Barry Mehr, LRSAG co¬ 
chair. "We also heard concerns 
about how existing livestock 
operations would be regulated. 
All of these issues have been 
addressed in this updated frame¬ 


work package." 

All interested Albertans, par¬ 
ticularly the groups and indi¬ 
viduals who have participated 
in the development process to 
date, are encouraged to obtain a 
copy of the framework package 
and questionnaire. Copies are 
available on the Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment Ropin' the Web website 
at www.agric.gov.ab.ca/ilo, 
through your local Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture office, or by calling

Deadline for comments on 
the proposed framework is Nov. 
1, 1999. 

The Livestock Regulations 
Stakeholder Advisory Group 
(LRSAG) will also hold public 
meetings throughout the prov¬ 
ince in October. A schedule for 
the meetings will be released in 
the middle of September. A list 
of the meetings will also be pub¬ 
lished on the website listed above. 


Input gathered from this third 
round of public consultations 
will be used to further reline the 
existing framework package. 

"Once we hear what Alber¬ 
tans have to say about this pack¬ 
age, we plan to present our find¬ 
ings to the Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment," said LESAG co-chair 
Aaron Falkenberg. "We hope to 
have the package completed by 
next spring."
